My closest travelling 
companions, a charming 
old couple from Turin, 
may be pulling my leg. 

“Si, si,’ they had 
heard of one player, of 
Madonna in Napoli. Ac- 
tually, Diego Maradona 
has returned to Buenos 
Aires. 

But while gravity pulls 
someone like me to the 
breeding ground, the 
economic facts of life pull 
the players inevitably to- 
wards my own, richer, 
continent. 

Inevitable? Surely if 
it were just the price of 
everything the real 


superpowers, the dollar 
and the yen would attract 
all the best? 


Corporate 


Good question. 
The Maradonas, the 
Zicos count in dollars; 
the corporate backing to 
whose tune FIFA has 
danced these past two 
decades remains heavily 
into US liquids and 
Japanese electronics. 

The conundrum has 
been, up to now, that 
America and Japan have 
kept the world game 
pretty much at arm's 
reach. 

In finance, in using 
soccer's global market- 
ability, the big boys are 
right in there: but in the 
flesh their people, their 
home markets are abstai- 
ners, 

Make that past tense. 

Coca Cola, Budwei- 
ser, Gilette-and Co. are 
making the 1994 World 
Cup a stars and stripes 
affair, and (probably af- 
ter France wins the rights 
to 1998) who would bet 
against Japan staging 
World Cup 2,002? 

The bidding has 
begun. 

China and Korea are 
more than interested in 
the aim of FIFA’s presi- 
dent, Jogo Havelange, to 


+ move the World Cup to a 


third continent but 
Japan’s intent was po- 
sted this June with the 
announcement that Ta- 
kashi Ishihara, chairman 
of Nissan, is to lead its 
lobby. 

That sport follows 
money, and technology, 
is obvious enough. 

In a world of rapidly 
changing boundaries and 
ideologies, we shall see a 
greater concentration of 
World Cups, also Olym- 


pic Games, in America 
and Japan. 

Iregret this. 

The Games belong to 
the world, and the most 
memorable World Cups. 

T have seen this in 
Mexico, where soccer 
seemed lifted by the 
sheer will, the shambol- 
lick poverty around it. 

People could barely 
Scrape together the ad- 
mission price, yet from 
outside the stadiums 
breathed such expectan- 
cy into this temporary es- 
cape from reality. 


Profound 


A real escape, a pro- 
found if temporary one, 
took place here in Ar- 
gentina when the 1978 
World Cup gave an al- 
mighty kick to liberating 
military repression. 

Handing the World 
Cup to the junta had 
been a frightening gam- 
ble, yet when Argentina 
won the spirit moved mil- 
lions onto the streets, 
breaking the curfew. 

Freer though Argen- 
tines now undoubtedly 
are, and gifted once 
more with players who 
could win another World 
Cup, there appears not 
to be the infrastructure, 
wealth, or organisation 
to even dream of staging 
it, 


Argentina has just 
won, in grand style, the 
Copa America. 

Consequently Argen- 
tina loses from its soil 
more starlets — Gabriel 
Batistuta‘ to Florence, 
Leonardo Rodriguez to 
Toulon, Dario Franco to 
Zaragoza Sergio Goy- 
gochea tg Brest. And so 
on, 

In return? Boca Juni- 
ors acquires two midfield 
replacements, Ricardo 
Rentera cost $250,000 
from Argentinos Juniors 
while Roberto Cabanas, 
a icky attacking Para~ 
guayan, is coming on the 
next plane from Lyon, 

Cabanas is the wrong 
side of 30, and the French 
club is off-loading him 
gratis. 

He moves to a place 
which breathes his sport. 

Will America.. will 
Japan ever do that? 

Both nations insist 
their kids are soccer 
addicts by the millions. 

The problem is giving 
them a professional 
future. 

America tried and fai- 
led with its NASL, but 
now has the big apple of a 
World Cup and the gal- 
vanisation of its new nati- 
onal coach, Bora Miluti- 
novic. 

Beating Italy, Argen- 
tina and China at last 
month's world under-17 
tournament suggests 
there is something to 
build for. 

And the US senior 
team’s 2-0 victory in 
Romania a month ago is 
another brick in the 
building. 

Bora is a fox. He 
Knows where to take his 
team and when to maxi- 
mise the results, 

His enthusiasm is con- 
tagious, his credo is at-

tack: The style is the 
same with his players. 

“Right now,” he pro- 
claims, “we would be un- 
likely to beat Argentina 
or Brazil. 

“In two years’ time, 
who knows? Technical-

ence is the problem. 

“With no full time pro 
league there is no incen- 
tive, so boys go off to be a 
lawyer ora doctor.” 

By all accounts, coach 
Bora enthralls the grown 
college boys he inhe- 
Tited. 

After the previous or- 
ders to defend at all 
costs, they are liberated. 

Coach Bora has a habit 
of drawing all over the 
video screen with marker 
pen which cannot rub 
off, and the fun of watch- 
ing him get carried away 
seeps into American 
play. 

Sustaining it will be a 
problem in a land where 
television still regards 
soccer as an upstart. 
There lies the difference 
in the land of the rising 
soccer ball. 

Japan’s NHK network 

screened all 52 matches 
of the 1990 World Cup 
from Italy, 20 of them at 
prime time across a nati- 
on that had no con- 
tender. 
“Japan slipped off the 
face of the Earth as a soc- 
cer power just about the 
time it flexed its muscles 
and became a formidable 
economic one,’ 


Toshiro Sone, senior 
producer of NHK, wro- 
te in the run-up to Italia 
"90. 


NHK failed its viewers 
in 1986 when, with air- 
time constricted by Japa- 
nese national elections, 
it screened only 15 of 52 
games. 

“Young soccer fans 
swamped us with calls 
and letters of protest,” 
he wrote. “It was the big- 
gest audience response 
the network has ever re- 
ceived.” 

Having fed the peo- 

ple’s demands, Japan 
now moves toward a ma- 
jor national soccer 
Teague. 


Maradona could go 
there if Japan, so unfor- 
giving towards drug abu- 
sers, can be convinced 
his aberration was tem- 
porary.

Despite his success 
for Rochedale on and 
off the field this season, 
Stewart was non-com- 
mittal about his plans 
for 1992. 

He said he would 
play again, but was un- 
sure about whether he 
would coach. 

“T've been invited to 
coach Rochedale again 
next year, but I'll have a 
bit of a rest for a month 
and then I'll decide,” 
Stewart said. 


“That said, I do en- 
joy combining the two 
things — playing and 
coaching,” 

The combination of 
duties hasn’t affected 
Stewart’s on-field per- 
formances — if any- 
thing, it’s given his 
game a new edge. 

Stewart has been one 
of the most consistent 
players in Australian 
soccer since he retur- 
ned to Brisbane in 1983 
to play for Mt Gravatt 
after five years over- 
seas. 


He soon transferred 
to Brisbane Lions, then 
a National Soccer Lea- 
gue club, where he 
made his mark in mid- 
field. 

After a brief flirt- 
ation with Australian 
selection during a 
much-publicised mix- 
up with his brother Rus- 
sell in 1984, he finally 
made the Socceroo squ- 
ad in 1986. 


Stewart transferred 
south to NSL club Pre- 
ston in 1987 for 
$17,000, where he 
spent three seasons. 

He returned to 
Queensland in August 
1989 and signed to play 
for Rochedale in 1990. 

When Rovers sacked 
coach Allan Jones in 
April last year, Stewart 
took on the role of 
player-coach. 


With Stewart re-ap- 
pointed at the helm, 
Rovers opened the 
purse strings this season 
to sign a number of top 
players, including this 
season’s leading marks- 
man Kieran Cooper 
from Brisbane City, 
Alan Niven, Lee Ho- 
wells, Paddy Dillon and 
Andrew Hobbs.

ARGENTINA's chief 
public prosecutor has 
called for drug char- 
ges against Diego 
Maradona to be redu- 
ced so that he could 
receive a suspended 
sentence and be trea- 
ted for his addiction 
‘to cocaine. 


The former Argentine 
and Napoli captain was 
arrested with two friends 
at a Buenos Aires flat last 
April and charged with 
cocaine possession and 
offering drugs to others 
for free, 

It found guilty of those 
offences he could face up 
to 12 years in jail. 

In a written statement, 
prosecutor Luis Moreno 
Ocampo urged that Ma- 
radona, 30, be given a 
ight sentence and 

undergo treatment for 
his addiction, 

“T believe it is absolu- 
tely essential the charges 
be modified so that the 
accused are not preclu- 
ded from treatment, in 
particular Diego Arman- 
do Maradona, who doc- 
tors have said suffers ad- 
diction and dependence 
‘on cocaine, “Ocampo's 
four-page statement 
read. 


He proposed the char- 
ges be reduced to “‘pos- 
session for personal 
use’’, which carries a 
maximum two-year sent- 
ence and is normally su- 
spended if the convicted 
agrees to undergo treat- 
ment. 

Last Wednesday week 
a Naples court convicted 
Maradona for possession 
‘of cocaine and gave him 
a 14-month suspended 
sentence and a $4,700 
fine. 


Maradona was not 
present at the trial. He 
has remained with his 
wife and two daughters 
in Buenos Aires since re- 
turning from Italy in 
April

_FACTS AND FIGURES ~ 


SINCE penalty 
shoot-outs were in- 
troduced in 1970- 
71, 109 teams have 
been involved in 
some 82 ties; 19 in 
the Champions’ 
Cup, 23 in the Cup- 
winners’ Cup and 
40 in the UEFA Cup. 

Marseille were the 
first and most recent 
side to lose a European 
tie on penalties. 

They lost to Spartak 
Trnava in the 1970-71 
Fairs Cup Ist round and 
they lost to Red Star 
Belgrade in the 1991 
Champions’ Cup Final 
in Bari. 

Barcelona hold a 
couple of unique re- 
cords: they are the only 
club to have been in- 
volved in penalty shoot- 
outs twice in each of the 
three European com- 
petitions, they have been 
involved in more shoot- 
outs than any other club 
(six), they have won 
more than any other 
club (five) and have lost 
just one, the 1986 
Champions’ Cup Final! 

Apart from Bar- 
celona, AS Roma’ are 
the only other side to 
have been involved in 
shoot-outs in each of 
the three European 
competitions, losing 
twice and winning 
once. 

Five teams have been 
involved in shoot-outs 
twice in the same com- 
petition in the same 
season. 

They are Dynamo 


Barcelona, Dy- 
namo Moscow, FK Au- 
stria and Hajduk Split. 

Indeed, Barcelona 
have managed the feat 
twice, in the 1985-86 
Champions’ Cup (semi- 
final and final) and the 
1977-78 UEFA Cup 
(second and third 
round). 

Ajax and PAOK Sa- 
lonika have the worst 
penalty shoot-out re- 
cords in European com- 
petitions. 

They have both been 
involved in three, and 
have both lost all three. 

In 1977-78 saw the 
highest number of pe- 
nalty shot-outs in a sea- 
son with nine, 

Two in the Champ- 
ions’ Cup, four in the 
Cup-winners’ Cup and 
three in the UEFA 


Tealy and Spain lead 
the rankings in terms of 
European penalty 
shoot-outs involving 
their clubs with 16 mat- 
ches each. 

Spain and England 
share the record for the 
most number of teams 
involved in European 
shoot-outs with 10 
each.

Ivic, when he coac- 
hed the now-defunct 
Racing Matra, of Paris, 
earned a reputation for, 
boring, defensive foot- 
ball. 

His latest club, Atle- 
tico Madrid, was also 
accused of a similar ap- 
proach last season. 

The passionate Mar- 
seille fans, who like 
their players to display 
flair and flamboyance, 
were surprised, to say 
the least, when Tapie 
announced that Ivic 
was taking over. 

Tapie had said he in- 
tended to appoint 2 
well-known European 
manager who had won 
the Champions’ Cup. 

Perhaps he meant 
WILL win, because 
Ivic, in all his extended 
travels, all his various 
successes, has not yet 
annexed that particular 
trophy. 

Sympathy for Ray- 
mond Goethals is man- 
datory. 

To arrive, as an old 
man from his comforta- 
ble cafe in Belgium, to
